Where the priority document is issued by the receiving Office, the applicant may. instead of submitting the priority 
document request the receiving Office to prepare and transmit ttie priority document to the International Bureau. Such request 
must be made before the expiration of the 1 6-month time limit and may be subjected by the recehf Ing Office to the payment 
of a fee (Rule 1 7. 1 (b)). 

If the priority document concerned is not submitted to the International Bureau or if the request to the receiving Office 
to prepare and transmit the priority document has not been made (and the corresponding fee.
